Guides Took Only 118,- 
500 
Persons 
Over 
Fi e l d 
In 
Nine 
Months, Accord­ 
ing to Records. 


During the nine months from April 
1 to December 31, last year, 829,000 
persons are estimated to have visited 
G ettysburg and toured the battlefield 
with 
and 
without the 
services of 
guides. 
The estimated total number 
of visitors for the nine-month period 
is based on reports made public today 
by W. C. Storrick, superintendent of 
guides. 
In the nine months, during which 
guides were required to keep records 
of their business for the quarterm aster 
general of the United States arm y, 
who is in charge of the local national 
park, 
118,500 
persons 
toured 
the 
battlefield with guides. 
On the basis th a t only one tourist 
in every six who visits G ettysburg se­ 
cures the services of a guide, 711,000 
persons saw the whole or p art of the 
field without 
a 
guide 
in 
the 
nine 
months. 
Business Fell Off 
Had records been kept for the first 
three months of 
last year it is be­ 
lieved the total number of persons to 
have visited the field with and with­ 
out the services of guides would have 
exceeded the million mark. 
Business fell off appreciably for the 
guides in the last quarter from Oc­ 
tober I to December 
31, 
last 
year. 
The total num ber of tourists conduct­ 
ed over the field in this quarter was 
14,606, 
half 
the 
number 
for 
the 
quarter from April I to June 30, avid 
one-fifth the number for the quarter 
from July I to September 30. 
Failure of the Philadelphia Sesqui­ 
centennial to attract visitors during 
the late fall ami early w inter months 
is held responsible for the falling off 
of the guiding business. 
Trips of two hours or more made 
during the last quarter of 1926 were 
3,377, and of less than two hours, 254. 
Figures on the business done by the 
guides in the tw o preceding quarters 
of last year follow:
